LIVE IN JEOPARDY 


Chancellor E. M. Dunne Pre- 
ditts Denver Murder Will 
Be Repeated Here 
Within Month. 


SEES RED PERIL ADVANCE 


Tells Police Detailed as His Body- 
guard He May Be the Next 
Victim of the As- 
sassins,

“A murder will be committed in Chicago 
within a month similar to the Denver as- 
sassination, where the Rev. Father Leo 
Heinrichs was shot down while administering 
holy communion in St. Elizabeth's Roman 
Catholic church,” asserted Chancellor E. M. 
Dunne of the Chicago archdiocese last night. 

Tam positive that anarchists, anti-cleri- 
cals, or whatever they call themselves, have 
prepared lists of prie@ts and clergy to be 
killed, and am certain that some Chicago man 
has been marked. he said. 

“I am the most logical man for assassina- 
tion, and although I have thousands of 
friends in the ItaMan colony, I also have 
many bitter enemies. 

Father Dunne said if he was not chosen to 
de murdered the other candidates would be 
either Archbishop Quigley, the Very Rev. 
F. 8. Angellucei of the Church of the As- 
sumption, or the Rev. Father Francis Gor- 
Gon, C. R., provincial of the Church of Res- 
urrectionists. 


Police Guard Chancellor. 

That the police also feared a local assassi- 
nation was'evinced during the day, when De- 
tectives Bernacchi and Longobardi of the 
assistant chief's office reported to Chancellor 
Dunne at the chancery office, Cass and Supe- 
rior streets, and told him they were instruct- 
ed to serve as his personal bodyguard. 

The big Irish priest, who for a number of 
years was pestor of an Italian congregation 
on Forquer street, simply shrugged his shoul- 
ders, thanked the police for their proffered 
assistance, and replied: 

For a number of years I have been threat- 
ened with having numerous knives shoved 
between my ribs, but eo far I have come out 
alive. I'll just go ahead and do my duty and 
work and try to take care of myself.“ 


Alleged Threat Published. 

In the Feb. 8, 1908, publication of the Trib- 
una Italiana Transatiantica, of which Mas- 
tro Valerio is editor, the following alleged 
threat was printed: 

We have succeeded in chasing Father Dunne 
from Forguer street, They have, indeed, pro- 
moted him, but it was by the feet. The anti- 
clerical Giordano Brune club will do the rest ia 
order that the insult may be entirely removed. 


The ineult mentioned is the objection } 


of Pather Dunne to the naming of a publie 
school after Garibaldi, the Malian revolu- 
tionist. 

According to the local authorities of the 
Roman Catholic church Dr. Dunne was made 
chancellor of the archdiocese, which is one 
of the highest honors in the gift of the arch- 
bishop. To take this office he left the church 
in Forquer street and his parishioners peti- 
tioned the archbishop to retain him. There 
was no opposition to the priest while he was 
at Forquer streét and the boast of the anti- 
clerical club that it chased him from that 
parish was seid today by church officials to 
be false.

Baldwin, city physician, found the captain 
in a serious condition. He said it would not 
be wise to moye him on account of his age. 
Four hours after Dr. Baldwin left, Streeter 
fied from the house, while Mrs. Lockwood 
and her deughter were away. He did not 
take any of his éffects with him, but left a 
note saying he was tired of being * pestered *’ 
by “them pesky policemen.

Road Directors Are Defended 
Against Charge of Man- 
slaughter in Wreck. 


MOTORMEN GAIN A POINT. 


Presentation of Their Case A. 
lowed Despite Protest of 


Employers. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Charleston, III., Feb. 28.—- [Special. I- The 
clouds over the head of Judge Peter S. Gross- 
cup, the only United States Circuit court 
jurist who ever faced criminal charges as a 
prisoner at the bar. brightened today with 
the closing of argument on his behalf by At- 
torney Levy Mayer. ' 

The chief of counsel for the five prominent 
Chicagoans who were directors of the Mat- 
toon City railway last August, when a head- 
on collision cost eighteen lives, wound up his 
attack on the indictments under which the 
five are held with a broadside of argument 
and citation that led his associate counsel, 
with a declaration that he had swept the 
field, to forego their privilege of speaking. 

Judge Grosscup and his brother directors, 
Edgar A. Potter, Francis B. Peabody, Arthur 
H. Underwood, and Marshall Sampsell, 
wore looks of pleasure at the adjournment 
of court. Under the weight of the charges 
against them, however unreasonable they 
might believe them, the Chicagoans acted 
constrained in their’ positions in court until 
they saw the legal aspects ot their case por- 
trayed by a master hand. 


Motormen’s Counsel Gain Point. 


The clear trail blazed by the defense be- 
came clouded when attorneys for the two 
motormen of the ill fated cars insisted upon 
presenting their arguments before any part 
of the case was placed in the hands of Judge 
Thompson. This plan was met by vigorous 
protest from the directors’ coungel, but the 
representatives of the defendants of leaser 
worldly importance fought so well for the 
advantage of having their clients’ cause sub- 
mitted with that of their employers that the 


court agreed upon the opening of argument 


upon their behalf. 
The exception to the indictments returned 
in January after those of the October grand 


Jury had been found deficient on technical 


grounds was that there was repeated mis- 
joinders in the different counts of the four 
true bills. The grounds ot the charges, which 
are those of eriminal negligence, are based 
upon two items of alleged carelessness upon 
the part of the directors in that they failed 
to make adequate rules for the control of 
the road, and second, didn't exercise thor- 
ough caution in the selection of employés. 
On these lines Mr. Mayer, the directors’ 
counsel, took up the fight. His first conten- 
tion was that practically. no duties were pre- 
seribed by law upon the directors of a corpo- 
ration. He referred to the only two corpo- 
ration acts, the general statute and railroad 
act, to show they order merely that the 
corporate powers shall be vested in and exer- 
elsed by a board of directors.” 

Nowhere,“ he declared, “is there any 
innuendo or hint that the duty of the direct- 


control, or dispatch of trains, locomotives, or 
cars. The exercise of that duty ts not part 
of the corporate powers. It is intrusted to 
executive officers who have physical cantrol 
of the road.“ 


Demands Specific Charge. 


After reading numerous cases, including 
those resulting from the Iroquois fire, in 
support of this contention, the attorney cited 
authorities to show that failure to make rules 
was not a proof of negligence where the 
practice in force make a rule unnecessary. 


He then returned to the inadequacy of the 


indictments under consideration. 

“It is not sufficient to charge negligence 
m general terms, he asserted. “ A specific 
act or acts of neglect must be stated. On 
constitutional ground, every defendant has 
the right to know the facts and details of the 
offense with which he ts charged. What 
were the acts or omissions by which these 
defendants made themselves liable? What 
did Mr. Potter do or fail to do that would 
make him gulity of one of these charges? 
Let the perspicacious and able counsel for 
the state point out what one rule was inade- 
quate, in what particular an employé was 
deficient. 

“If they adopted any rules, they afopted 
the entire code. Shall the defendants come 
into court ignorant as to which of the hun- 
dred, thousand, or ten thousand rules was 
insufficient? Shall they, through their own 
testimony and that of experts, show all 
the rules were sufficient and adequate, or 
shall it be incumbent upon the state's at- 
torney to name just what rules fall short 
of their needs? If there is incompetency on 
the part of one of the employés, of which 
of the failings of nature is he guilty? The 


Holds Directors Not Liable. 


The next postulate was that the directors. 
as individuals, were not legally responsible 
even in a civil suit for accidents upon the 
road. Mr. Mayer mentioned the collapse of 
the grand stand at a football game between 
Yale and Princeton in 1890, when the courts 
held that Chauncey Depew and other mem- 
berm of. the committee in charge of the ar- 
rangements were not liable to damages re- 
sulting from the accident. 

“To say that these directors are not Hable 
to damages,” he declared, “ and to say they 
are liable under the criminal law would be 
putting property above life and limb. There 
is no Hability where there is no civil re- 
sponsibility. 

“I admit that the majority of railroad 
wrecks are due to culpable negligence. The 
man in the cab or the man at the switch 
may be asleep; but there ts no privity of 
contract, no privity of the relation that might 
be used as a basis for action against the 
directors. The whole indictment in this case 
is an effort to create by pleading an urgent 
duty upon the directors that, in the words of 
Shakespeare, ‘is beyond their might.“ 

Would you place this awful responsibility 
upon the shoulders of Judge Grosscup, sitting 
in faithful execution of his duties in one of 
the highest tribunals of the land? The state- 
ment feazes the intellect of any thinking 
man. It cannot be so because it is not right. 
Where right ceases, where reason ceases, the 
law ends; and that is in this case. 

“ The directors cannot be responsible unless 
they are personally in charge of the running 
of the road. How many of the directors were 
present when the rules were adopted? [Is it 
another case of the vicarious responsibility ? 
Is a man on the federal bench, the head of a 
great coal business, or an attorney in the 
practice of his profession liable for the acts 
of all directore? Look at it in any way you 
will, through the eyes of bitter partisanship, 
heated advocacy, or coolly and impartially, 
where will you find a limitless array of au- 
thority or justification for charges of man- 
slaughter against the directors who had no 
personal hand in any of the acts specified? 


Shows Danger as Precedent. 


“I need not impress on this tribunal the 
enormity of the charge from the standpoint 
of the state as well as the defendants. The 
character of the defendants, their business 
and social importance, the circumstances at- 
tending the collision, and the unfortunate 
deaths that resulted all tend to emphasize 
the importance of thie ruling as a possible 
precedent, as a factor in the future of the 
community. 

All these things, while they are not going 
to make or unmake laws, urge the necessity 
of most careful thought before a court can 
put the hand of approval and the lips of con- 
firmation upon the charge of manslaughter, 
which, if upheld, must result in the disinte- 
| gration of corporate authority, e rate

‘COIN FLIP T0:FIX LIFE PRICE. 


Jurors Gamble to Determine a 


Damage Suit Against Railway. 


COURT IN RAGE FINES EACH. 


Trial Involved Death of 4 Year Old 
Girl at Crossing. 


New York, Feb. 25.—[{Special.]—Twelve 
jurors of the Supreme court learned today to 
their cost that the supposed inviolable se- 
crecy of the jury room is ot such a safe- 
guard for their doings as they had been 
taught to believe. It cost each of them $50 
to learn this and twelve sorer men it would 
be hard to find in the city. At the same time 
they were taught that the courts do not al- 
low the jurors to decide momentous cases 
by the flipping of coins. 

Thomas Dickson, a laborer, was plaintiff 
in the suit this jury was called upon to hear 
and determine. He sued the New York City 
railway company for damages after his 4 
year old daughter was killed at a street 
crossing. 

The company pleaded negligence on the 
part of the mother of the child, and after two 
days’ trial, the jury retired this forenoon. 
Nine favored a vardict for the father, while 
three wanted to age the case in favor of 
the company. ea 

Emulation of Teddy. 

One of the jurors made a speech in which 
he declared he had an important business 
engagement involving $6,000 and that he 
had the $6,000 with him. The eleven listened 
to his honeyed words and told him they felt 
sorry for him, but what could they do?“ 

“ Do?” answered the opulent one. Why, 
what’s the matter with throwing a coin? 
Heads for the plaintiff, talle for the company. 
I don’t want to be tied up here for hours 
trying to convince a couple of sensible men 
against their wills. Teddy threw a coin to 
decide jobs a few weeks ago. I guess we 
can do the same here.“ 

The specious argument prevailed and a coin 
was tossed. It came tails, and straightway 
the twelve announced their readiness to 
appear in court with their verdict. Justice 
Guy was notified that the jury was ready to 
come in. 

Who told the justice the story or who was 
eavesdropping at the jury door is still a 
mystery, but certain it is that as soon as the 
foreman announced the verdict in favor of 
the company Justice Guy turned and asked 
the foreman by what process the twelve had 
arrived at such a verdict. The foreman 
looked surprised, but admitted it was by 
throwing a coin. * 


Fined $50 Each for Contempt. 

“Te it a fact you agreed to decide your 
verdict on the theory of heads for the plain- 
tiff and tails for the defendant?” Justice Guy 
continued, flushing with anger. 

“It is,” answered the foreman, seeming to 
appreciate that some one had blundered. 

Poll the jur.“ ordered Justice Guy. But 
the poll only emphasized the decision of the 
jury to stick by its gamble. 

Then I set aside the verdict,” announced 
the justice. 

In angry tones he continued: Tou men 
have arrived at your verdict by an improper 
method, by one contrary to law, in contempt 
of this court, in violation of your oathe as 
jurymen, sworn to try the case before you 
honestly and fairly according to the evidence. 

I cannot adequately express my indigna- 
tlon at such conduct on the part of jurors 
sworn to do their duty in eo serious an issue. 

I therefore impose on each of you a fine 
of $50 for contempt of court.“ 


Justice Calls It Outrage. 

One of the jurors tried to make an explan- 
ation to show why the coin plan had been 
adopted. He told of their division and of 
the urgent necessity of one of them to go 
about im ant business. 

We sorry for it, your honor,” this 
juror explained, and the others chimed in. 

But Justice Guy was inexorable. He dis- 
missed them with the remark that he would 
allow none of them to serve again in his 
court it he could help it, and added: 

“This is the greatest outrage upon justice 
I have ever known. You must realize that 
this is a court of justice, not a place for games 
of chance. I cannot allow your conduct to 
go unpunished.’’ 

The twelve men will have to appear in court 
every day for the rest of the term, besides 
paying their fines, unless Justice Guy decides 
to remit. They will not be employed, how- 
ever, nor will they earn any fees. The cor- 
poration counsel is charged with the collec- 
tion of the $600 In fines. 


ROOSEVELT PRESSES.BUTTON; 
TRAIN THROUGH HUDSON BORE 


First Official Trip Under River Is Made 
by 1,000 Guests in Eleven Minutes— 
Event Is Celebrated. 


New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.]—The first 
official train of the Hudson-Manhatzan rail- 
road company to journey from this city to 
Hoboken beneath the Hudson river started 
at 3:40 o'clock this afternoon, when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt pressed a button at the White 
house and switched on the power in the 
McAdoo tunnel. 

The train was made up of eight cars 
jammed with 1,000 guests waiting at the 
Nineteenth street and Sixth avenue station 
when the president’s signal was received. 
The statiqn was dark and the third rails 
dead, but the train was brilliantly lighted by 
its storage battery. 

When everything was ready the doors of 
the train were closed, a telegram was sent 
to the White house announcing that all was 
ready, and the president turned on the power 
by the pressure of a key. 

Smoothly and with rapidly gathering speed 
the train drew out of the station, the cheers 
of the throng that packed the station plat- 
form thundering in the tube. The more or 
less jammed and strap suspended officials 
and guests in the train also cheered. No 
stops were made until the Hoboken terminus 
was reached at $:51 o'clock, the journey oo- 
cupying exactly eleven minutes. No attempt 
was made at speed until the under river 
bore was reached, then the long string of 
steel cars rushed ahead like a tornado, dip- 
ping under the bed of the Hudson in three 
minutes. g 

Clusters of tricolored i'ghts marked the 
center tunnel and the boundary line between 
New York and New Jersey. When the train 
shot by this line New Jersey mayors, alder- 
men, and state legislators cheered and con- 
gratulated one another. 

Gov. Hughes and Gov. Fort of New Jer- 
sey with their military staffs in full uni. 
form were in the first car of thetrain. There 
was one woman in the party—Mrs. Collins 8.

PLAN ARREST IN PONTIAC 


Legislators Seek Grand Jury In- 
quiry Into Death of Ham- 
lin Boy. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .} 

Pontiac, III., Feb. .25.—[Special.}—Anti- 
trust proceedings today loomed up as the 
latest weapon of the state asylum invest)- 
gators, which, if used, probably will result in 
the cancellation of scores of food and provi- 
sion contracts for the state institutions. 
Furthermore, the names of many prominent 
politicians of Chicago and the state were 
named as among those who probably would 
be involved, | 

This new phase of the asylum tangle arose 
this afternoon after Representatives, Hope 
and MoLaughiin had delved into the papers 
and stores at the reformatory.. What ap- 
peared to them to be evidence of a coal com- 
bination for the purpose of farming out coal 
contracts was discovered, as well as evi- 
dence the state is paying a liberal price for 
the fuel so provided. 7 

In addition to this they discovered that 
practically none of the tons of expensive 
foods and provisions used at the institution 
is purchased through bids. Small local mer- 
chants get much of the business, which is 
distributed regardless of the offers of big 
firms at the pleasure of the officials in charge. 

A close scrutiny ofthe institution contracts 
developed the fact that the Latham, Capitol. 
and Citizens’ coal companies, which from 
time to time have madeand accepted bids for 
furnishing coal to various institutions, all 
are declared to be subsidiary organisations 
of one parent body. The Lincoln-Springfield 
company is the parent concern and, it is de- 
clared, has @ictated where each company 
should appear as the bidder and the amount 
of the bid. 


Hints at Murder Charge. 
After appropriating all the minutes and 
testimony heard by the board of managers 


of the reformatory when it examined into 


the Hamlin ‘case, Representative Edward 
Hope started out in search of State's Attor- 
ney A. C. Ball for the purpose of conferring 
with him regarding the grand jury action. 
Mr. Hope would not say what his plans were, 
but he made it plain that he was not satis- 
fied with the findings of the board of man- 
agers which discharged the two men. 

This report merely said that the men were 
discharged for poor judgment in tying 
young Hamlin up in the solitary cell after 
he had fainted twice because of the torture. 
“If those men are responsible for the death 
of young Hamlin they should stand trial for

Former Ald. Pat F. Murphy of Springfield 
is manager and president of the big corpora- 
tion. Henry C. Lutzenkirchen, a deputy sher- 
iff of Cook county, Is president of the Prairie 
State Coal company, of which Charles W. 
Vall is reputed toe the real owner. 

Records of the reformatory show that the 
Prairie State company secured the coal con- 
tract early last year. Then, for some un- 
explained reason, it sold the contract to the 
Lincoln-Springfleld concern, which still is 
furnishing the coal. The inference of the 
committee apparently is that an illegal 
agreement existe under which coal contracts 
are being bought and sold without regard 
for the interests of the state, which appears 
in the ight of the victim. 

All of the necessary papers were seized by 
the investigators and will be used when the 
full legislative oommititee reaches here to 
hold formal hearings next week.

Gov. Folk Tells New Yorkers How an 
Awakened Public Has Made Nation 
Better in the Last Few Years.

TELLS WOMEN TO YOTE “WET” 


Mrs. Abbie Schoen Surprises Po- 
litical Equality Societies. 


Attacks Arthur Burrage Farwell’s 
Nonsense of White Slaves.“ 


The United Societies Supporting Political 
Equality for Women has decided to be ex- 
tremely careful in the future as to just how 
it confuses the issues of prohibition and 
woman's suffrage. Both, the organization 
agrees, are excellent, but prohibition, it 
feels, ig a thing to be discussed thoughtfully 
and always at the proper time. 

These particular united societies had a Iit- 
tle experience last evening. A meeting was 
called at Hull house for a discussion of va- 
rious questions pertaining to votes for wom- 
en, and chiefly of two queries Sent out on 
postal cards by Mrs. Lydia K. Commander, 
a lecturer for the New York board of educa- 
tion. One of Mrs. Commander’s thought 
suggestions was, What is the greatest pres- 
ent obstacie to the progress of women?’ 
Mrs. Corinne Brown, president of the West 
Side Equal Suffrage association, presided, 
and after Miss Alice Henry, formerly of 
Australia, Miss Kate O'Connor, and others 
had discussed the questions, Mrs. Brown 
called for Mrs. Abbie Schoen, an officer of 
the Social Economics club ahd a member of 
several other women’s organizations. 


Prohibition Woman’s Obstacle. 


Tes, I would like to answer Mrs. Com- 
mander’s second question,’’ said Mrs. 
Schoen, smilingly. ‘‘I am clear on this 
point. The greatest obstacle to the progress 
of woman just now is her position on the 
liquor question.“ 
Mrs. Schoen's audience beamed its ap- 
proval. 
The average woman’s position on this 
subject,“ the speaker continued, calmly, “is 
ridiculous and sentimental. They don’t con- 
sider the facts—don’t go into the economic 
situation. They don't realize that general 
prohibition would throw thousands of men 
out of employment, 
“I didn't consider this seriously at first, 
but L have been going into it more deeply, and 
it is a thing we women must right ourselves 
on. Look at this nonsense of Mr. Arthur 
Burrage Farwell's about the white slave 
trade! The white slave trade has nothing to 
do with the liquor traffic. The people who in- 
sist on this are giving a false impression and 
creating false sympathy.” 
At this point several women in the little 
audience began to look pained. One of them 
turned around and saw a reporter behind her 
and looked more pained. Then she remem- 
bered herself and looked politely interested. 
„Don't you think,“ Mrs. Schoen contin- 
ned, that I would rather have my boy go 
into a saloon than around the corner into 
Custom House place?

President Schurman of Cornell 
Champions Professors. 


SEES ERROR IN PROHIBITION | WARNS ALUMNI IN CHICAGO. 


Says Unless Salaries Advance Peda- 
gogie Standard Will Drop. 


Higher salaries for university professors 
were urged by President Jacob Gould Schur- 
man ct Cornell university in a talk last even- 
ing at the annual quet of the Chicago 
Cornell Alumni association held in the Mid- 
way club. 

President Schurman also advocated a more 
liberal education for lawyers and students in 
the technical branches of learning. His sub- 
ject was A Message from Cornell.“ He as- 
serted higher salaries for the teaching pro- 
fession were imperative if the best brains of 
the country were to be kept in the univer- 
sities. 

There is a tendency among our young men 
to go into business or commerce rather than 
into the teaching profession,“ said President 
Schurman. ‘I don't say the tendency is due 
to greater emoluments in commerce than in 
teaching, but it is a fact that salaries of uni- 
versity professors are too low. 

“I want to see the salaries made so high 
they will not deter young men from entering 
the teaching profession from fear of starva- 
tion. I would have you think of this prob- 
lem. If wecannot keep the best brains of our 
country in our universities, as has been true 
in the past both in Europe and in America, 
then our civilization is blasted at its foun- 
tain head. 


Cornell Professors Lucky. 

“The condition of retired professors will 
be a little better now since the Carnegie pen- 
sion fund was established. In a few years 
Cornell will be able through a fund, the only 
one of ite kind in a university, to add §750 a 
year to the Carnegie pensions, so Cornell 
professors will be that much better off than 
those retiring from other institutions. 

In the educational problems confronting 
us Cornell is forging ahead in their solution. 
We are demanding that men who enter the 
profession of the law shall know something 
about economics, history, arts, and science. 

" As to technichl education, Cornell gives 
the best in the United States, Many complain 
that technical education is too one sided. We 
require that students in the» technical 
branches shall know something about litera- 
ture, good books, and good English, so en- 
gineers will be able-to write a creditable re- 
port in correct English. 

Engineers should know these things. It 
will make them better engineers and give 
them greater interest in life. This will re- 
quire an extra year of study. Some think 
this is too much. We will, however, retain 
the four year course and offer an alternative 
of a five year course for those who wish to 
take the longer course. 

“The agricultural work of Cornel! also is 
progressing, especially in the extension de- 
partment and winter courses for farmers of 
New York state. Here is an enormously 
beneficent work of the university. Cornell 
more and more will become the educational 
organ of the Dmpire state.” 


Suggests Alumni Fund. 

Following President Schurman’s speech 
Prof. James Parker Hall, who was toast- 
master, suggested that the Cornell alumni all 
over the country contribute to a fund for 
pensioning superannuated professors. He 
also suggested that President Schurman cal- 
culate the cost of education to every student 
in the university and that those alumni who 
could afford it contribute on that basis to the 
fund. 

William H. French, 73, a trustee of the 
university, spoke on What Cornell Needs.“ 
He urged the alumni to contribute $10 each to 
help wipe out the annual deficit of the insti- 
tution. * 

Wilton Bently, , spoke on Ten Years 
an Engineer; Ralph W. Hayden, Prince- 
ton, 90, spoke on The Tigers and Others,“ 
and David F. Matchett spoke on Desirable 
Citizens."

Three through routes are promised the 
patrons of Chicago street car lines in from 
two to four weeks. More are to follow. The 
board of supervising engineers at its meeting 
yesterday ordered the Chicago City and the 
Chicago Railways companies to install at 
once the following: 

Route No. 22—A combination of old routes 2 
and 3. Beginning at Halsted and Seventy-ninth 
streets, east to Vincennes road, northeast to 
‘Wentworth avenue, north to Twenty-sécond 
street, east to Clark street, north to Howard 


| street, otty limits, 


Route No, &—Beginning at Stony Island ave- 
nue and Gixty-third street, west to Halsted 
street, north to Evanston avenue, northeast to 
Graceland avenue, 


Route No, 9—Beginning at Ashland avenue 
and Sixty-ninth street, north to Twelfth street, 
west to Paulina street, north to Lake street, 
east to Ashland avenue, north to Clybourn place, 


On route 22. which is the main one, and 
which runs through the downtown district, 
double truck cars can be used. A delay is 
expected during the rush hours in Clark 
street, between Madison and Washington 
streets, on account of the switching back 
of the regular Wentworth and Center ave- 
nue and Halsted and Wallace street cars, 
but during other hours the through cars can 
have a clean enough right of way. This 
route is promised within three weeks, the 
companies having agreed to put it in, al- 
though it is not specifically named in the 
ordinance. 

On routes 8 and 9 single truck cars will 
have to be run until physical objections are 
removed. Route No. 8 is ordered to be put 
e in two weeks and route No. 9 
n four. 


Result Reached at Conference. 


This result wis reached during an all aft- 
ernoon conference between Chairman Milton 
J. Foreman of the council committee on 
local transportation and the board of en- 
ae After it was over Ald. Foreman 
said: 
We made a start this afternoon and ex- 
pect to keep at work until we can thrash 
out the entire matter. The engineers are 
working on the proposition of doing what 
we can at once and then filling in the chinks 
and making a complete and ideal system 
afterwards. In order to do this we will have 
to be content with half a loaf just now and 
walt for the rest of the loaf, which we will 
get ultimately. 
It was on this line that route 22, which 
is a combination of routes 2 and 8, was 
agreed to. Regular route 2 went north tn 
Clark street to Division street and thence 
west, running up Clybourn avenue to Bel- 
mont avenue. Route 8 was the same 
north of Clark and Washington street as 
new route 22, but started at Lake avenue and 
Fifty-fifth street and ran west and north 
via Cottage Grove and Wabash avenues, 
Harrison and Dearborn streets to Washing- 
ton street. There were physical difficulties 
in the way of both routes, but by uniting the 
south end of route 2 and the north end of 
route 3 they were removed. The council will 
have to approve this change, but it undoubt-

. More “Pay-First’’ Cars Today. ’ 
President Thomas E. Mitten of the Chicago 
City company will put 100 pay-as-you-enter 
cars in service on the Indiana avenue line 
this morning in place of the eighty-five of 
the older type now in use on that line. Some 
of the old Indiana avenue cars will be put on 
the State street line to replace the old red 
cars formerly used in Wentworth ave- 
nue and the latte, will be sent to the shops 
to be remodeled and painted green and then 
used to supplant the small cars now running 
in Wallace street and Center avenue.

Relief Promised After Day of Un- 
usual Storm Conditions—Policeman , 
Precipitated Into Pond. 


Temporary relief from the slush and mud 
which covered Chicago yesterday is prom- 
ised by Weather Forecaster Cox. The 
weather prediction is “ Partly cloudy and 
colder today; Thureday fair, with brisk 
northwest winds.” :

Sharp Questions Regarding Meth- 
ods of Teaching Sent Out.

HINT OF SWEEPING REFORM. 


Trustee White’s Suggestion Carried 
Out by Board Committee. 


If the average Chicago small boy can make 
an art nouveau vase out of blue clay, but is 
“ stumped " when it comes to discounting a 
note or footing up a monthly statement, the 
members of the board of education are going 
to know about it. And if 80, why. 

The work of the mysterious three Re 
committee, as ignorant outsiders insist on 
calling it (it really is the committee on’ im- 
struction in elementary schools, according to 
official documents), has begun in earnest. In 
their morning mail each of some 8,500 Chi- 
cago teachers will receive today from the 
committee a list of questions which they are 
requested to answer as fully as possible at 
their earliest convenience."’ 

The questions constitute a searching in- 
quiry into the methods of teaching reading. 
writing, spelling, and matheniatics in the 
elementary schools. The answers, as they are 
received, will be tabulated and compiled into 
a report which may be used as the basis of 
sweeping charges in the school curriculum. 

In addition to the queries as to methods of 
teaching, there are two questions relative to 
the separation of pupils who will follow a 
trade or commercial pursuits from those who 
will enter the professions. his is a pelicy 
advocated strongly by President Eliot of 
Harvard at the recent conference on indus- 
trial education in Chicago.

Varied Queries for Principals. 


The forms sent to principals and to high 
school teachers vary only slightly from that 
sent to elementary teachers. All are signed 
by the seven members of the committee— 
Trustees White, Dawes, Garts, Miss Addams, 
Urion, and Schneider, and by Supt. Cooley. 
The quiz, which is the most searching the 
teachers have had to face in years, is the re- 
sult of several weeks’ sessions on the part of 
the committee, all of which have been con- 
ducted with the utmost secrecy. In prepar- 
ing its questions, the committee sent to 
Cleveland for the report of a similar investi- 
gation made there two years ago, and used 
this, with other similar reports, for purposes 
of comparisom 

The inquiry originated with Mr. White, who 
conducted tests of his own in several of the 
schools which ‘satisfied him that the rudi- 
mentary instruction of the average Chicago 
pupil is far from what it shouuld be. Several 
of the other trustees, among them Mr. Cam- 
eron, Mr. Gartz, and Dr. Guerin, backed Mr. 
White in his assertions, and the committee 
was formed to get at the facts.“ 


Race War Said to Be Over. 


President Schneider and Trustee Robinson 
made an investigation of affairs at the Keith 
school in the afternoon and issued this re- 
ort: 

N „ Everything peaceful and quiet. Abso- 
lutely no reason for the report of ‘race 
warfare.’ ” 

“We talked with the principal of the 
school, Edward Wildeman, and the teachers 
and the policemen who have patrolled the 
neighborhood for several years,” said Presi- 
dent Schneider, and all said there had been 
no disturbance to which their attention had 
been called. The school has about 600 pupils, 
18 per cent of whom are white and the rest 
colored. There ie no more trouble between 
the children of the two races at the Keith 
school than among the children at any other 
school.“

BIDWELL COLD AS HIS MOTOR 


Aged Man Shivers in Courtroom 
and Finally Becomes III. 


JUDGE ADJOURNS SESSION.+ 


Witnesses Tell How They Read Pam- 
. Phiets and Then Sent Money. 


The first Gay’s testimony in the state charge 
against Benson Bidwell, 82 years of age, and 
his gray hatredson Charlie proved too much 
for the veteran financier.”

physical condition is a question. 

The elder Bidwell presented a study. Ap- 
parently it wasn’t only cold motors that 
were worrying the old man, but also nervous 
chills. He sat all day wrapped in a big over- 
coat with a tall fur collar about his ears, a 
black skull cap drawn tightly over his head, 
and his shoes encased in heavy overshoes. 
Despite this protection, Mr. Bidwell} shivered 
perceptibly. In ghe middle ot the afternoon's 
session, when Judge Chetlaim said toa bailiff: 

It's a little too warm in here, will you 
please open some of the windows,” Mr. Bid- 
well drew his greatcoat closer about him and 
tried to smile as he shuddered. 


Tell of How They Were Caught. 

Most of the forty-five witnesses for the 
state are men and women who have come 
here willingly to tell of the alluring adver- 
tisements put out by the Bidwelis and how 
easily the witnesses were caught. 

‘Two new Nemesis appeared on the scene 
yesterday. They were Mrs. Josephine Brind- 
ley of Indianapolis, a Widow. and Miss Ma- 
tilda Herbert of Saginew, Mich. Each took 
her turn. on the witness stand and declared 
she had been swindled through the pur- 
chase of stock from the Bidwelis, neither 
having received a cent from their investment. 

The original Nemesis, Mrs. Ida Palmer, who 
is greatly responsible for the sudden cul- 


i mination of the financial flier of the Bid- 


wells, was ruled out of the courtroom. Judge 
Chetlain declared thet witnesses could not 
remain in the courtroom during the recital 
of testimony. 

Attorney James Brady f tevery inch of 
the way against the admission of evidence 
tending to show that other persons besides 
Oscar H. Eggers of Oshkosh, Wis., had been 
victimized by the Bidwells. The indictment 
against the two “cold motor” manufac- 
turere was based on the $600 purchase of 
stock by Mr. Eggers. The judge permitted 
Attorney Popham to place before the jury as 
many stories of stockholders as he pleased. 


“Cold Motor Not First Venture. 


“My investment with the Bidwells dates 
back to a time before they were in the ‘ cold 
motor’ business. said Mrs. Brindiey, who 
wears widow's weed. After my husband 
died in 1908 I invested most of the $2,000 life 
insurance in a company organized by the 
Bidwells. Its purpose was to prosecute a suit 
for infringement on a trolley car patent that 
Bidwell claimed. He represented that any 
purchaser of stock was sure to get rich out 
cf it.” 


ASSETS SHRINK AT GLANCE 


Brief Examination of Tisdelle 
Knocks $50,000 Out of Total. 


DEBTS SWELLED BY $15,000.

Attorney for Bankrupt Advises Him to 
Seek Employment. 


The assets scheduled by Archie C. Tisdelle 
of the wrecked private bank at 94 La Falle 
street shrunk materialiy yesterday under 
the critical examination of Attorney James 
Rosenthal, counsel for the receivers. 

Tisdelle was examined in the rooms of 
Sidney C. Eastman, referee in bankruptcy. 
He was a willing witness until late in the 
afternoon, when he discovered that Ref- 
eree Eastman was out of the city. From 
that time on he refused to answer questions 
on the ground that they might tend to in- 
oriminate him. 

The schedule filed by Tiadelle with the 
clerk of the United States District court 
showed assets valued at $84,054 and liabill- 
ties aggregating $60,198. Attorney Rosen- 
thal, in his egamination, discovered Mabili- 
ties of the former banker which increased 
the total of Habilities $15,000 and decreased 
the assets something like $50,000. 


Schedule Must Be Revised, 


As a result of these disclosures the sched- 
ule will have to be revised materially. The 
tle contract with the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad, which Tisdelle assigned 
to the late Burr Robbins in December and 
valued among the assets at $32,000, was 
shown to have expired last May and to be 
practically worthless. 

One piece of real estate scheduled at $6,000 
was shown to be worth only $900. Other 


claims were shown to be hopelessly involved 


in litigation. Attorney Rosenthal believes 
the assets will not yield more than $5,000, 
while the banker's books show his liabilities 
to be more than $90,000. 

In the course of the examination Tisdelle 
remarked to Attorney Rosenthal: You 
have no confidence in anybody.“ 

“T have no confidence in confidence men,” 
retorted Mr. Rosenthal. 

Judge Tuthill's name was found indorsed 
to a note of the Perfection Legal Blank com- 
pany for $200. Another note was signed by 
John J. Sonsteby for $100. 

Advises Tisdelle to Hunt a Job. 

Tisdelle declined to answer questions con- 
cerning fifty shares of stock in the Chicago 
Opera House Block company, found among 
the assets. Attorney Jacob Ringer advised 
Tisdelle to seek employment and not to per- 
mit his attendance in court to interfere with 
his work. The hearing will be resumed this 
afternoon.

Is Installed as President of 
Board to Succeed B. A. 


Eckhart, Resigned. 
TO KEEP OLD EMPLOYES. 


Promises to Carry Out Reforms 
Begun So Effectively by 
His Predecessor. 


John F. Smulski, state treasurer, was in- 
stalled yesterday ae president of the west 
park board, succeeding Bernard A. Eckhart, 
who resigned after two and a half years of 
service. 

Mr. Eckhart found the park system finan- 
clally bankrupt when he took hold of it and 
the parks and buildings in a shocking state 
of delapidation. He rehabilitated the system, 
abolished special privileges, reorganized the 
force af employée on an efficient basis, and 
left a large amount of money in the treasury 
to complete important improvements. Then 
he because he could not continue to 


other important business. 

It was a striking occasion when Mr. Eck- 
hart, after reading a long report, turned the 
office over to his successor. The commis- 
sioners looked as though they d lost a friend, 
and when Commissioner O'Donnell got up 
toward the end to present the retiring presi- 
dent with a large silver loving cup, appro- 
priately engraved, his eyes were misty. Mr. 
Eckhart was similarly affected, as hesaid he 
didn’t need any such testimonial as a proof of 
the feeling and loyalty of his associates on 
thé board. 

Mr. O'Donnell said the people of Chicago 
never would forget that Mr. Eckhart had 
saved the water power of the drainage canal 
when its enemies were ready to hand ſt over 
to a private corporation. 


Eckhart Praised by Smulski. 

Mr. Smulskl, in taking the office, said the 
gratitude of the community was due to the 
board, and especially to Mr. Eckhart. This 
was the way he put it: j 

Upon the assumption of your duties after 
the appointment by Gov. Deneen you found 


here a state of chaos. The finances of the , 


board were in a deplorable condition, fts cred- 
it gone, and the expenses incurred far in 
excess of the available resources. The phys- 
ical condition of the parks and boulevards 
was much in keeping with the financial con- 
ditions. 

Tou have performed the work of trans- 
formation. You have beautified the parks 
and the boulevards so that they have become 
the pride and glory of the west side of Chi- 
cago. You have first paid the debts and then 
inau a policy of financial economy 
founded tipon a sound business basis.” 

President Smulski said no changes would be 
made in the staff of employés of the board 
“ unless changes should be necessary for the 
benefit of the service or in the interests of 
judicious economy.” He promised that the 
west park system would continue to be free 
from all political influences. 

Commissioner Frederick F. Bullen, who 
was auditor, also had resigned, and his place 
as commissioner was taken by Ivor L. 


Quayies. Commissioner W. C. Eggert was | 


elected auditor. 

Jens Jenson was reélected landscape archi- 
tect and general superintendent. George A. 
Mugler was elected secretary, filling a va- 
eaney caused by the resignation of Joseph F. 
Haas a year ago. 

Last Year’s Work Reviewed. 

In hie annual report the retiring president 
said that 1907 was one of the most active 
years in the rebuilding of the west side 


{ parks. All. interest. on outstanding bond 


issues was paid and there were redeemed 
$100,000 of improvement and maintenance 
bands, $60,000 of small park bonds, and 
$140,000 of the bond issues of 1891, 1895, and 
18907, making a total of $290,000 retired last 
year. Provisions have been made for the 
retiring of a similar amount this yeer. 

During the year $1,000,000 of improvement 
and maintenance bonde authorized three 
years ago were disposed of at 4 per cent. 

During the year land was acquired for two 
small parks and condemnation inetituted for 
another small park in the Ghetto. A large 
modern pavilion and boat landing m Hum- 
boldt park was completed and the old green- 
housee torn down. A new conservatory at 
Garfield park is nearing completion, a new 
boat landing, pavilion, and refectory, and a 
modern fieldhouse in Garfield park have been 
bullt, and a new pavilion and boat landing 
in Douglas park and a vast amount of other 
work in the parks has been done.

Mrs. Theodore Thomas and Mr. and Mro. 
Hugo Krause, officers of the Anti-Cruelty so- 
ciety, addressed the Teamsters’ Joint council 
meeting at 146 Randolph street last night, in 
an attempt to get the united support of the 
two werring factions. With the aid of the 
teamsters the Anti-Cruelty society hopes to 
have passed an ordinance which shall limit 
the loading of wagons to two tons to each 
animal, and which shall throw responsibility 
for overloading upon the person whois really 
guilty. 

The méeting was a stormy one, but ended 
in the passing of a resolution to seléct a com- 
mittee which will confer with the Anti-Cruel- 
ty society members. These joint bodies will 
draft an ordinance, and throw their com- 
bined influence, once the draft has been ap- 
proved by the teamsters, to having it passed 
by the city council. 

Such an ordinance was passed in the spring 
of 1901, but in 1905 ts repeal was obtained. 


Fear to Testify Against Employer. 

The rock upon which the two bodies almost 
split last night was the question of carrying 
responsibility back upon the contractor who 
orders overloading or the use of unfit 
under pain of dismissal. Every teen 
present agreed that the contractor must 
held responsible, but hardly any of them 
were willing to make this responsibility de- 
pendent upon information furnished to the 
court by themselves.

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JAPAN AND MANCHURIA. °

WOMEN WORKERS. 
The decision of the United States Su- 
preme court in an Oregon case affecting 


the labor of women will establish a princi- 


ple of far reaching influence. The state 
passed a law forbidding employers from 


forcing women to work more than ten 


hours a day. A Portland laundryman 
questioned the constitutionality of this 
law. He declared that it put a limitation 
upon the power of contract. From the 
Supreme court of Oregon the case reached 
the highest national tribunal. That body 
has decided in favor of the state legisla- 
tion. 

The opinion of the court as stated by 
Justice Brewer calls attention to the fact 
that the rights of women can no more be 
infringed than those of men. But on 
many accounts women are entitled to 
greater protection than men. Whatever 
theories may be advanced in connection 
with women’s rights, the facts remain 
that the sexes differ in ‘structure of body, 
in physical strength, in the capacity for 
long continued labor, particularly that 
done standing. The difference is marked 
when there is consideration of the infiu- 
ence of vigorous health upon the future 
well being of the race, the self-reliance 
which efables one to assert full rights, 
and the capacity to maintain the struggle 
for subsistence. 

Because of these reasons the court de- 
elares that legislation in behalf of women 


; er from those affecting “adult males } 


will not be set aside by the federal Su- 
e court. 

A state legislature may enact such a 
law, however, and the state Supreme 
court hold it unconstitutional. That was 
the case in Illinois. Its Supreme court 
made short work of a law regulating the 
hours women should work on the ground 
that it was an unlawful interference with 
the right of an adult to dispose of her 
labor. Some state supreme courts have 
taken the Illinois view of the case, while 
others have been of a contrary opinion. 
Probably in time there will be a general 
acceptance of the principles enunciated 
by the Supreme court of the United 
States. 

The reasons asserted by the court will 
be recognized everywhere as having great 
force. ‘They will make their appeal to the 
better judgment of all. Whatever the 
theories adyanced in favor of substantial 
equality of women and men in political, 
personal, and contractual rights, the fun- 
damental differences of sex will continue 
to exist and will be considered As impor- 
tant in shaping laws. 


LEGISLATIVE SHORTCOMINGS. 

The chuirman of the legislative investi- 
gating committee is quoted as saying 
that a million dollars a year is squandered 
in the state charitable institutions as a 
direct result of wasteful and unbusiness- 
like methods in the purchase of supplies. 
This statement is an indictment of pre- 
vious legislatures which failed to do away 
with the system which made those meth- 
ods inevitable. 

It may be an exaggeration to say that 
a million dollars is squandered yearly, but 
the sum is large. If all the supplies were 
purchased by one board instead of seven- 
teen boards, each buying for the institu- 
tion it manages, there would be a notable 
reduction in expenses. There would at 
least be the difference between the whole- 
sale prices which the one large buyer 
wguid pay and the retail prices which 
most of the small buyers pay. 

That ought to have been apparent years 
ago to every member of the legislature 
with only an average stock of common 
sense. Yet nothing has been done in the 
way of remedying a palpable evil. One 
general assembly after another, while 


| making protestations of economy and a 


wish to keep down the taxes, has allowed 
the waste to go on. Unquestionably an 
attempt to change the system for the bet- 
ter would have been fought by citizens of 
the communities where the institutions 
are situated. They prefer the more ex- 
pensive system of buying supplies in the 
home market.” That does not excuse the 
legislature for its failure to discharge its 
duty. 

At Jacksonville the investigating ‘com- 
mittee is said to have found some “ fire 
traps.” It discovered a specially alarming 
condition of things in one of the main 
buildings of the school for the blind. As- 
suming that there are “fire traps,” the 
wonder is that they were not found before 
this. Legislative committees have been in 
the habit of visiting the various institu- 
tions during the session for the purpose 
of looking into their condition. It has 
been said sometimes that these committee 
visits are nothing but junkets. Commit- 
teemen take their wives and friends with 
them and have a jolly time. Their visits 
help to eat up the money appropriated for 
the support of inmates. If the conditions 
at Jacksonville are as bad as are reported 
the committeemen who have been there 
from time to time must have been as 
blind as any of the inmates of the school 
which is said to be a fire trap. 

As the investigating committee proceeds 
with its work it discovers additional evi- 
dence of legislative laches. It ought not 
to fail to point out in its report how 
greatly the legislature has been responsi- 
ble for defects in the methods of manag- 
ing the institutions and call on it to adopt 
reforms at once. The legislature has 
hitherto acted on the assumption that it 
had done its full duty by the state insti- 
tutions by appropriating for them. That 
is not enough. It must provide a modern, 
efficient system for their government, so 
that the inmates may be better cared for 
at less cost. 8 


ENTERTAINING THE FLEET. 


If the Peruvians will endeavor to re- 
cover from the shock they are said to 
have suffered when Rear Admirals Thom- 
as, Sperry, and Emory of the American 
fleet departed hastily from the bull fight 
arranged in honor of the sailors visiting 
at Lima, the admirals will endeavor to 
recover from the fight, and there should 
be no painful memories on either side. 

The dispatches from the festive city 
contain the story that the three rear ad- 
mirals were equal to seeing the death of 
four bulls and the wounding of a matador 
in a particularly gory fashion, but that, 
having seen this, their appetite for the 
pastime was satisfied and they shocked 
their kind hearted and well meaning Peru- 
vian hosts by retreating under full steam. 
Considering the limitations of the educa- 
tion of the three rear admirals, they did 
| fairly well in lasting out the four bulls 
and the one matador. The Peruvians 
should remember that from the viewpoint 
of the three naval! officers killing is only 
n regrettable incident to a profession 
which has other objects to attain. 

They were trained for war, and war has 
as its object the attainment of a purpose 
which sometimes is accomplished more 
effectually by the killing of commerce 
than it is by the killing of men. It is 
true that there are few notable example: 
of bloodless wars, although in a certain 
stage of Italian history the different war- 
ring states, by the employment of mer- 
cenary troops who consulted their own in- 
terests as well as those of their employ- 
ers, almost reached this ideal condition of 
belligerency. 

The Peruvians should not condemn the 
Americans as warriors because they were 
distressed by the useless shedding of 
blood. The Americans will endeavor to 
retain all the proper feelings which guests

To go 
back a few years and recognize the brav- 
ery of former students who have achieved 
honorable position in life is no great 
stretch of legislation. The possession of 
the medals by two distinguished bishops 


of the Methodist church will be a matter 


of pride to them even after the lapse of a 
generation.

regiment of the Tenth Hussars, greatly dis- 
„ an himself during the South African 
war. 

A daughter of the late Arthur Kavanagh, 
who had inherited all her mother’s loveliness, 
married the son of dear old Dr. Alexander, 
the popular Protestant archbishop of Ar- 
magh and primate of Ireland. 

The Kavanaghs are descended in a direct 
Une from that famous king of Leinster who 
figureu so prominently in the first relations 
between England and Ireland, during the 
reign of Henry II. 

In fact, it was this Dermot MacMorrough, 
king of Leinster, ancestor of the Kavanaghs, 
who, having been deprived of his throne for 
tyranny, invoked in 1156 the assistance of 
King Henry II. of England, to whom the 
English born pope, Hadrian IV., had granted 
the sovereignty of Ireland, by mans of a 
bull issued 1155, and thus brought about the 
invasion of Erin by an English army under 
Eari Richard Strongbow. 

In fact, it is to Dermot MacMorrough, de- 
posed king of Leinster, that belongs the his” 
torical responsibility of having been the first 
of his countrymen to bring the English to 
Ireland, where they have remained ever 
since. 

His lineal descendant, Walter MacMor- 
rough Kavanagh, @ recent convert to home 
rule, is now, as such, committed to a policy 
which has for its object the expulsion of the 
English from the Tmerald isle. 

Mr. Kavanagh is extremely popular, not 
only in County Carlow, but also throughout 
Ireland. It is said that his conversion to 
the nationalist cause is largely due to the 
experiences which he obtained of conditions 
in the country as one of the royal commis- 
sioners appointed to inquire into the best 
means for the relief of the congested dis- 
tricts.

The death the other day of old Mrs. Stop- 
ford Sackville, the niece and heiress of the 
fifth and last duke of Dorset, serves to recall 
the fact that the latter, who died in 1843, 
was not only celebrated for his jockeyship, 
but may be said to have been the first to 
introduce gentlemen riders on the turf. 

While still Lord Sackville, and before the 
tragic death of his nephew, the fourth duke 
of Dorset, had brought him to the highest 
grade of the British peerage, he organized 
the once famous Bibury meeting, where all 
the races were ridden by gentlemen jockeys. 

The Bibury meeting was, like that in Lord 
Wilton’s park, at Heaton, near Manchester, 
like those at Gorhambury, Lord Verulam’s 
place, near St. Albans, and at Brockett hall, 
Lord Melbourne's country home in Hert- 
fordshire, and about half a dozen others, one 
of those quasi-private race meetings which 
were established on the estates of certain 


brich peers and territorial magnates, with 


the idea of confining, as far as possible, the 
sport of racing to private parks, from which 
all the undesirable element of the turf could 
be kept excluded. 

For a time these private race courses 
flourished, but after the death of the last 
duke of Dorset they gradually dropped out 
of existence, and today only one of them— 
namely: that of the duke of Richmond) in 
his Sussex park of Goodwood—survives. 

The duke of Dorset was for half a century 
the most prominent and influential figure on 
the English turf, and was an intimate 
friend and crony of George IV., bringing 
abcut, indeed, the latter’s reconciliation with 
the Jockey club,. of whieh he, the duke, wag 
until hi@demise one of the chief pillars.

A curious discugslon has been raised in 
Europe as to the status in the eyes of the 
law of those who killed the assassins of the 
king and crown prince of Portugal at Lisbon 
the other day. 

One of the alleged assailants who was 
thus put to death, in the belief that he be- 
longed to the party of regicides, turns out to 
have been a perfectly innocent and wholly 
loyal spectator, and his widow has not only 
beer received by the widowed Queen Marte 
Amelie at the palace, but has likewise been 
furnished with a pension from the royal 
purse for herself and her fatherless chil- 
dren. 

Of course, the officer gullty of such a mis- 
take as the cutting down and Pistoling of an 
innocent spectator, even in the confusion 
anc excitement of such a tragedy as that 
which cost the life of King Carlos, would 
fina himself in an awkward position indeed 
had the affair occurred in England. 

Even the killing of the actual assailants 
of the royal party would have been, accord- 
ing to English law—technically, at any rate— 
a crime, from the consequénces of which the 
slayers of the regicides could only have been 
relieved by a-court of law, after indictment 
afid due trial for homicide.

There is no exact parallel or precedent tn 
modern times in England for what took 
place the other day at Lisbon. But when, in 
the eighteenth century, the British prime 
minister, Harley, was stabbed by a French 
spy of the name of Gulscard, and the latter 
was so severely handled by some of the by- 
standers that he succumbed a few hours 
later to his injuries in prison, the bystand- 
ers in question, instead of being then and 
there rewarded for their attempts to pro- 
tect the premfer from his would be assassin 
and from further injury, were arrested, im- 
prisoned, and had a verdict of willful mur- 
der returned against them in due course 
by a coroner’s jury.

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STORIES OF THE LADY ELGIN. 


D. D. Thompson Tells How Rewards 
Were Urged Year After Year. 


It became known yesterday that President 
Roosevelt took a prominent part in the move- 


ment to award medals for héroism to three 


former students of the Northwestern un- 
versity, who nearly half a century ago saved 
a number of lives in two wrecks off the coast 
of Lake Michigan near Evanston. 

The president became directly interested in 

heroism of these men—Bishop Charles H. 

owler of New York City, Bishop Joseph C. 

Hartzell of Africa, and Edward Spencer of 
California—at a dinner at the White house, 
just a year ago. 
David D. Thompson, editor of the North- 
western Christian Advocate, who years be- 
fore had been impressed with the fact that 
medals should have been awarded, was at the 
dinner. So were the Rev. Dr. Grenfell, mis- 
sionary to Labrador, and George B. Cortel- 
you, who was to be made secretary of the 
treasury the following nth. 

Dr. Grenfell related a number of stirring 
stories of the sea. The president was great- 
ly interested Mr. Thompson had found his 
opening and took advantage of it. He told 
the story of the wreck ot the Lady Elgin in 
1860 and how young Spencer, Hartzell, and 
Fowler had battled through the surf, bring- 
ing men and women ashore. ‘ 


Roosevelt Suggests Reward. 

„ Something should be done for those brave 
men.” said the president earnestly. “‘ Mr. 
Thompson, when you get home I want you to 
write a full account of those rescues to Mr. 
Cortelyou. Such bravery should be recog- 
nized fittingly.’’ 

Mr. Thompson did so, and the Foss bill to 
award the medals was the result. Bishop 
Hartzell now is in the Madeira islands. his 
son, the Rev. Morton Culver Hartzell, said 
yesterday. He never has talked much about 
his work in rescuing the livee of four men 
from the wreck of the schooner Storm off 
Evanston in 1864. It was three weeks after 
the rescue before he was able to leave his bed 
and the affair left a vivid impression on his 
mind. 

All those who recollect the wreck of the 
Lady Elgin agree that Edward Spencer took 
the most prominent part. He never recov- 
«red from the shock, and now is in California, 
poor and a nervous wreck. He intended to 
be a minister, but never was able afterwards 
to do any mental work and little physical 
work. 

Bishop Fowler Tells of Wreck. 

In a letter to. Mr. Thompson, written in 
January, 1902, Bishop Fowler gives the fol- 
lowing detailg of the wreck of the Lady 
Elgin. 

The Lady Elgin was a large lake steamer 
running between Chicago and Milwaukee. It 
was used for an excursi6én on the day of the 
wreck. The excursion was given by a mili- 
tary company that had been deprived of its 
arms for some reason and the excursion was 
for the purpose of raising money to purchase 
a new armament. 

There were said to be about 400 passen- 
gers aboard, and of this number 130 were 
saved. The steamer was on its way from 
Milwaukee to Chicago. It was struck about 
4 o'clock in the morning by a lumber schooner 
and soon went to pleces. The vessel was 
about three miles from shore and five or six 
miles north of Evanston. Some people from 
the steamer landed above Evanston from a 
sinall boat and notified the authorities in Chi- 
cago. The news reached us at 7 o'clock and 
the students started up the lake to do what 
they could, 

Drown in Bight ot Shore. 

The lake was seldom rougher. The wind 
blew toward the shore. The wreck, which 
was broken into fragments, thus was strewn 
along the beach. As the day wore on the 
survivors began to floatin on boats and frag- 
ments of the steamer. 

„ Hatf a mile from shore was a bar where 
the water was shallow and where the waves 
were broken up into breakers. Along these 
breakers, beyond possible reach, we saw 
many who had floated out so far over- 
turned and disappear. 

Perhaps fifteen rods from shore wagan- 
other line of breakers. Toward this we 
struggled to help the exhausted survivors. 
Many were there knocked off their planks, 
or doors, or bits of furniture, and our task 
was to get hold of them and carry them to 
shore. 

“The man I regarded as the best swim- 
mer among us was Edward Spencer. His 
exploits were the most worthy of remem- 
brance. He saved the man who was reached 
farthest from shore. The man had some 
one with him, I think his wife, and his ef- 
forts to hold up her head thrilled those who 
watched from the shore. 

Spencer swam out and brought them in.“ 

Bishop Fowler gave a graphic account of 
how he and his roommate, the Rev. J. A. 
‘Crumb, saved several men .and women 
Some were pulled out by their hair. Fowler 
saved one man and a boy. 


Account Given by John D. Murphy. 

The late John D. Murphy, who died last 
year, was 20 years old at the time of the 
wreck of the Lady Elgin. He was one of a 
crew that launched a lifeboat from the beach 
at Glencoe, but found it Impossible to make 
use of the craft on account of the terrific 
force of wind and wave. Each of the crew 
then made independent efforts. 

Business in Chicago the next day.“ Mr. 
Murphy wrote, was at a standstill. In- 
coming boats brought in daily numbers of 
the dead from outside. The sheriff's offfte in 
the courthouse was filed with the bodies of 
the dead awaiting identification. The ceme- 
tery, where Lincoln park now is, was a 
morgue for corpses awaiting identification. 
I counted eighty-seven bodies lying on the 
grass. 

This account was written by Mr. Murphy 
three years ago. He died last year at his 
residence, 745 Warren avenue, at the age of 
65 years. He had been a city boiler inspector 
under several administrations.

BEARS IN WHEAT | 


AGAIN DEFEATED. 


Prices Advance Sharply After 
LosingConsiderable Ground 
at the Opening. 


CORN RALLIES FROM DIP. 


Buying Based Largely on Unfa- 
vorable Weather and Better 


Cash Call. 


Wheat bears started off yesterday like sure 
enough winners, but the bulls overtook them 
before much distance was covered, maintain- 
ing a big lead to the wire. As in previous 
sessions, shorts themselves provided the 
principal stimulus, covering on & big scale 
after wearing themselves out Im the early 
trading. Closing prices, which were within 
e shade of the day’s top, showed net gaine 
of 161% for May, %@%eo for uJly, and %o 
for September. 

An unexpected sharp decline in the Liver- 
pool market was the factor that prompted 
the brisk selling at the start, pressure from 
SRorts quickly knocking off %c from the pre- 

s closing price for May. The English 
market wound up at a loss of %@144d, the 
break being attributed largely to profit tak-, 
ing by longs and@pressure from the more con- 
fident shorts. An increase of 3,016,000 bu in

Offerings Light on Decline. 


Offerings diminished on the decline, and 
when the lowest point was reached practical- 
ly nothing was served intothe pit. Some of 
the larger commission concerns started to 
büy on a moderate scale, and the readiness 
with which prices responded stirred the 
shorts to covering. The increasing eager- 
ness of the shorts to get back what they had 
sold stimulated the confidence of holders, 
who let go sparingly.

The Royal Baking Powder company has 
been a customer of the Corn Products Refin- 
ing, buying from the latter starch. Since, 
however, the Western Glucose plant will turn 
out in one month as much starch, it is said, 
as the Royal Baking Powder company will 
require in twelve, it appears there is an ele- 
ment of competition in the company's pro- 
gram. However, unless more plants are ac- 
quired the competition will not be of serious 
moment, 


Corn Products Increasing Output. 

Meanwhile the Cern Products Refining 
company within the next ten days will re- 
sume operations at its Pekin plant. This 
Plant has a capacity of 18,500 bu a day and 
is one of the reconstructed plants capable 
of turning out any or all of the products 
manufactured by the company. The renew- 
al of activity at Pekin is indicative of some 
improvement in the glucese business. 

The sirup business has been unusually 
good. The Corn Prodycts Refining company 
is pushing this particular product with much 
success and has entered upon an elaborate 
gerertibieg campaign. Further, thé Corn 

ucts company is multiplying the units 
of output in order to make its varied prod- 
ucts salable to all classes of customer 

The cofistruction of two can plants in the 
last year at a cost of $400,000 has given the 
company all the cAns it needs in its business. 
It has been, perhaps, the largest customer of 
the American Cen company, doing with it 
a gross business of something like $1,250,000. 
The refining company has not built its can 
plants because of high prices of the Amer- 
ican Can company or unpleasant relations in 
any way with the latter concern. Being 
such a large consumer of cans, it has built 
the can plants at Davenport and Granite 
City, where are located the most active sirup 
plants of the company. Not only is the man- 
ufacturers’ profit n the making of cans 
saved, but a considerable loss due to dam- 
age by shipment is avoided. 


Delaware and Hudson Enjoined. 

Supreme Cburt Justice Platzek of New 
York has granted a temporary injunction 
restraining the Delaware and Hudson com- 
pany from paying the dividends due March 
16. The injunction is returnable next Mon- 
day. .The proceedings were taken by attor- 
neys for the bondholders, who recently ap- 
plied to the public service commission to in- 
vestigate the finances of the company. 

Delaware and Hudson stock sold off early, 


but practically recovered its losses at the 


close of the session. 


American Smelting Dividends. 


Directors of the American Smelting and 
Refining company are scheduled to meet 
March 4 to act on the quarterly dividends 
on the company’s preferred and common 
stock. 

Speculation continues as to what will be 
done in the case of thecommon. The present 
rate is 8 per cent. At the last quarterly 
meeting of the board it was thought the divi- 
dend would be reduced, but it was not. Now 
guesses are that it will/be made at the rate of 
either 5 or 4 per cent. 


Traffic Better at Pittsburg. 


Announcement comes from Pittsburg of 
improvement there in the matter of railroad 
business. The greatest increases are in the 
movement of coal and coke. 

The number of cars handled by the Penn- 
sylvania lines west and the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie last week was larger than that 
of any single week since the beginning of the 
year. During the first fifteem days of Feb- 
ruary more cars were handled from the Pitts- 
burg district than in the entire month of 
January, and that is considered all the more 
exceptional aince February is usually one 
of the dullest traffic months of the year. 


American Telephone and Telegraph. 


It is announced that the interest of the 
Mackay companies in the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company is consider- 
ably larger than has been generally sup- 
posed. President Mackay some time ago said 
his company owned over 100,000 shares of 
Telephone stock; the amount owned is now 
estimated at 136,000 shares, of which 55,000 
were acquired in the last year. 

Not all this stock is held in the treasury 
of the Mackay companies. While the lat- 
ter are by far the largest stockholders in 
the American Telephone company, the 135,000 
shares amounts to about 8 per cent of the 
capital stock.

COURT MUST DEFINE — 


Is It Ticket for Frea-Ride ae 
Man Only or for Freight Also. 


EXPRESS FRANKS AT STAKE. 
Judge Kohlsaat to Decide if Companies 
‘ Have Right to Use Them. 


The aid of Webster’s unabridged, and half 
a dozen other dictionaries, was invoked yes- 
terday to define the exact meaning of the 
little word pass in the injunction pro- 
ceedings started by the government to en- 
join the National, Wells-Fargo, United 
States, and Adams Express companies from 
issuing franks and transporting property 
free in interstate commerce. The hearing of 
arguments began before Federal Judge Kohl- 
gaat. 

The position of the express companies is 
that, although the Elkins law specifically 
provides that common carriers cannot trans- 
port persons or property in interstate com- 
merce below the scheduled rates, the Hep- 
burn act, which confers upon common car- 
riers the right to issue to their officers, 
agents, and the families of each, and to offi- 
cers and employés of other express and rail- 
road companies, free transportation, is an 
amendment of the Elkins law and super- 
sedes it. 

They hold that the word “pass” also 
covers the franking privilege and that the 
companies are within the letter of the law. 


Says “Frank” Is Not “Pass.” 

“The government avers that the interstate 
commerce acts forbid common carriers from 
transporting property on any basis other 
than contained in the published tariffs and 
schedules,” countered District Attorney 
Sims. The express companies in their an- 
swer practically admit this contention, but 
rely upon a proviso in the anti-pass provision 
of the law to issue to the officers and em- 
ployés of other express and rallroad com- 
panies franks entitling the holders thereof 
to free transportation of property. The gov- 
ernment's cdntention is that the proviso on 
which the defendants rely is limited solely 
to the transportation of persons and that 
congress did not include express franks with- 
in the term passes. 

Then the definitions of the word pass 
were cited from Webster's and other dic- 
fionaries. 

The definition of a pass by the district 
attorney, simple as it may seem, was deemed 
worthy of deep study by counsel for the de- 
fendants and an adjournment of fifteen days 
was taken to allow them to prepare and file 
briefs. 

Attacks Illinois Central Charter. 

The validity of the charter of the Illinois 
Central railroad was attacked last Monday 
by the commonwealth of Kentucky in an in- 
tervening suit against the United, States 
Trust company to escheat $200,000 worth of 
land on the river front of Louisville to the 
city school board. 


CHEESE RATES UNDER FIRE. 


Wisconsin Railroad Commission Shows 
That Tariff from Monroe to Chicago 
Is Higher than from Ohio. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 25.—The introduction 
of a comparative table of freight rates by 
Commissioner Erickson at the intergtate 
commission hearing today, showing that the 
rate for carrying cheese three times as far as 
from Monroe to Chicago was less than the 
Monroe rate, gave the railroads a surprise. 

Commissioner Erickson showed that the 
rates on cheese from Monroe to Chicago, a 
distance of 133 miles, was 28 cents per hun- 
dred when shipped tn less than carload lots. 

He showed that the rates from the Ohio 
cheese district to Chkago, a distance of 425 
miles, was only 23 cents a hundred. 

The roads were unable to give any explana- 
tion. 


HUNGRY JURY ACQUITS QUICKLY. 


Axel Gustafson Found Not Guilty of 
Charge of Practicing Without 
a License. 


Axel Gustafson, accused of practicing medi- 
cine without a license, was found not guilty 
of the charge yesterday in Municipal Judge 
Sadler's court. The jury had retired at 6 
p. m. and sealed its verdict at 6:10. As- 
sistant State's Attorney Hoffman attributed 
the speedy verdict returned by the jurors to 
the fact that the case was put into their 
hands so late in the evening, without provid- 
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ing them with something to eat.
